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1, Copies of a five-page mimeographed dooument have been mailed out by the South 
Paoifio Sub-Secretariat of the Confederation de Trabajadores de America Latina 
(CTAL-SF) , prior to the Fourth Congress of the CTAL, sohedulled for late March 
1953 in Santiago, Chile. The dooument is entitled "Por la Unidad Continental 
de Todos los Trabaj adores - Ilamamtonto del Comite Regional Sur-Paoifioo de la 
CTAL" and contains an outline of matters discussed at the CTAL-SP meeting of 
29-31 Deoember 1952. It requests representation of all Latin American union 
organizations, including delegates from the Organizaoion Regional Interamerloana 
de Trabajadores (0RIT) and the Agrupacion de Trabajadores Latino Amerioanoe 
Sindioalistas (ATLAS), 

2, Listed as represented at the OTAL-SF meeting in Deoember 1952 were the 
Oonfederaoion de Trabajadores del Eouador, the Oomite de Coordinaoion Sindioal 
del Sur de Peru, and Oonfederaoion de Trabajadores de Ohile (CTOh). A Bolivian 
observer, Guillermo TORRELIO Ayorea, was also present, but it is not believed 
that he represented any particular union organization. The OTAL-SF dooument 
contained a brief analysis of ths ourrent labor pioture in Eouador, Peru, 
Bolivia, and Chile, It followed the usual Communist line and oritioized 
"imperialist-dictatorial" regimes in Eouador and Peru, olaiming great viotories 
for the working masses of Bolivia and Ohile, and stressing throughout the need 
for unity of aotlon. The last paragraphs were devoted to a reiteration of the 
blanket invitation to all Latin Amerloan union organizations to attend the 
Fourth CTAL Oongresa, therein listed aa soheduled for 27-30 Marsh 1933, AIL 
other Information rooeived to date indloatea that the Congress will take plase 
from 22-29 Maroh 1953* 


3. Farts of the dooument were published in the Ohilean Communist newspaper B1 Side 
during mid-January. Various other OTAL-SF bulletins related to the projected 
OTAL Congress have also bsen publioiasd, Beyond the extension of invitetions 
end the preparation of the agenda, there hss been little positive action taken 
with reapeot to preparations for the meeting in Maroh 1953, The Santiago 
organising eommitteo has as yet no confirmation of delegates expeoted to attend, 
but is taking for granted the partioipation of Vioente LOMBARDO Toledano (Mexico), 
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Fedro SAAD (Ecuador), Bias R0CA (Cuba), Viotor C0D0VILLA (Argentina), and Lazaro 
FENA (Cuba), among others. It Is believed likely that.WFTU Secretary General 
Luis SAILLANT will also attend, and efforts are being made to assure the partici- 
pation of Bolivia's Juan LECHIN or an official LECHIN representative. Although 
not specifically included in the agenda, nationalization of Latin American raw 
materials industries and increased Latin American oommeroial interchange will 
constitute the two principal Issues of the Congress, 

4. With respeot to the CTAL-SP, it has been learned that it will not operate 
continuously, nor will its members be required to reside in Santiago, as had 
earlier been considered likely. Rather they will be subject to oall whenever 
there is a need for joint union aotlon of the member organizations, or support 
of strikes. The committee will meet at regular intervals to exohange views and 
submit information.

6, GUTIERREZ does not intend to return to Peru until after the OTAL Congress in 
March 1953» and ha fears he will be arraated upon his return, GUTIERREZ' trip 
to Ohile and participation in the OTAL-SP meeting were fineneed by the Oomite 
Ooordinador Sindioal del Sur de Peru, He is soliciting financial aid from the 
OTOh to enable him to stay in Ohile until the Congress, GUTIERREZ is dssorlbed 
as young and inexperianoad in both politioal and union matters and generally 
unimpreaaive. 


Ih relating to the aotivi ties and plans of the OTAL-SP, a new anti-UiS, propaganda 
line ie to be initiated in the near future, Peruvian army expansion would be 
presented as "a new U.S, maneuver to cause unrest in Peru and neighboring ooun- 
tries and divert the attention of the masses of those oountries from labor and 
politioal matters in whioh they would be opposing imperialist interests," 
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
